LAST WINNER GIVES UP

150,000 See Chilling Waters 
of Lake Ontario Conquer 
All of 199 Entrants. 


Toronto, Sept. 5 (A.P.).—The frigid 
waters of Lake Ontario swept clean a 
field of 199 distance swimming stars 
here tonight when Georges Michel, of 
France, sole survivor in 15-mile 
marathon for prizes aggregating $%35,- 
000, was hauled from the course by his 
handlers after having covered twelve 
and one-quarter miles 11 hours 
and 12 minutes. This action rendered 
Michel ineligible to receive the $25,000 
first prize, which would have been his 
had he merely completed the course. 

Michel’s end came only little dis- 
tance beyond the point where Ernest 
Vierkoetter, German conqueror of the 
English Channel and winner of the 
Toronto swim last year, hau been taken 
from the water semiconscious. The 
German was ahead of Michel by almost 
two miles at the time, but the Parisian 
automatically became the leader and 
a few moments later was the sole re- 
maining competitor.

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Vierkoetter’s end came suddenly and 
when he was looked upon as an almost 
eertain winner. A few minutes earlier 
Roland H. Tegtmeir, of Seattle, Wash., 
more than a lap behind the German, 
had been forced from the water, and 
Louis I. Mathias, of Long Island, N. Y.., 
gave up shortly after Vierkoetter~ re- 
signed.

Biankets were piled upon the 1927 21- 
mile champion and he was rushed to the 
marathon hospital in the National 
Yacht Club. 

“The water was just too cold,” his 
trainer explained. 

Michel showed signs of distress short- 
Iy after he started the fourth leg, and 
kept going only after much coaxing by 
his trainers, who shouted encourage- 
ment in French and administered a 
stimulant. He was moving slowly, 
sometimes merely floating, apparently 
without the strength to push forward. 

The Frenchman was the center of 
attention as he completed the fourth 
leg and 10 miles in 8 hours and 10 
minutes, 2 hours and 58 minutes slower 
than Ethel Hertle’s winning time in 
the 10-mile marathon for women last 
week and 2 hours and 14 seconds 
slower than Vierkoetter’s mark today.

Boats flocked about the Frenchman 
as he finished two-thirds of the course 
to his $25,000 goal. The tricolor was 
flown to lend him encouragement. 

George Young, of Torento, one of 
the leading favorites, dropped out on 
the third 244-mile lap.

La Follette scored a personal tri- 
umph, receiving a vote double that of 
his opponent, George W. Mead, Wis- 
consin Rapids paper manufacturer, a 
dry, conservative Republican. The 
glory of that victory in his quest of a 
full term after filling the unexpired 
term of his father was somewhat 
dimmed by the defeat of Beck, for 
whom he campaigned throughout the 
summer for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation. 

It was the second time La Follette 
had failed in the role of a maker of 
governors. Gov. Zimmerman, drawing 
his support from both factions, defeat- 
ed Herman Ekern, backed by La Fol- 
lette two years ago. Nevertheless, the 
election was largely a progressive vic- 
tory. All the running mates of Kohler 
for minor State offices were buried 
under an avalanche of votes that nom- 
inated the four progressive incumbents 
for reelection. 

In addition, the eight progressive 
members of Congress running for re- 
election with opposition were nomi- 
nated with good majorities. Repre- 
sentative Florian Lampert had no op- 
position in the Sixth; the Socialist, 
Representative Victor Berger, from the 
Fifth, was nominated.

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MYSTERY SHROUDS DEATH 


The tides of the Potomac River yes- 


\terday brought a sm@ll rowboat con- 


taining the body of an 
dead man close to the 
Ferry, Md., about two miles below 
Alexandria, and Jed to the discovery 
of a second man sprawled unconscious 
on the beach. 

Police, attempting to pierce the mys- 
tery surrounding the death of the man 
in the boat, arrested the man found on 
the beach, He was brought to the 
Eleventh Precinct here and said he was 
Reinaus Beach, 64 years old, of Alex- 
andria. The man was in a_ stupor, 
police said, and they were unable to 
question him at all last night. 

What connectign Beach had with the 
death of the unidentified man police 
have been unable to determine, but 
Constable Clinton W. Perrygo, of Prince 
Georges County, declared that he be- 
lieved both men set out in the rowboat 
on a fishing trip from Alexandria yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The rowboat. was discovered by John 
Maddox, who lives on a houseboat near 
Fox Ferry. The position of the dead 
man in the boat attracted his atten- 
tion, Maddox said. According to Mad- 
dox the head of the dead man was 
dragging in the waters while the lower 
half of his body was sprawled on the 
seat of the boat. 

The tide was washing the boat close 
to shore, Maddox told police, so he put 
out in a rowboat to investigate. When 
he discovered that the man in the boat 
was apparently dead ne towed the boat 
to shore and there discovered Beach ly- 
ing unconscious on the shore with the 
waters almost touching his feet. 

Maddox summoned Perrygo, who 
brought Beach to this city pending an 
inquest, which will be held at Fox 
Ferry this morning.

It was in the early years of the war 
that a group of young scientific stu- 
dents was assembled from the British 
universities to devise and test methods 
of locating enemy guns, Sir William 
explained. They soon decided that what 
was fhost needed was a method of 
measuring very exactly the time of ar- 
rival of the air pulse, due to the dis- 
charge of the gun, at various stations 
in their own lines.

Hesse Cites Violations. 


Maj. Hesse’s report to Dougherty, in 
which he says that the situation is one 
for grave concern, was written Friday 
of last week, following the first ac- 
count in The Post of the increase in 
trial board hearings. It did not reach 
Dougherty until Tuesday. Its text fol- 
lows: 

“The large number of flagrant vio- 
lations of the rules of the department 
which are being committed by its mem- 
bers are a source of grave concern. Al- 
most daily men are being reported and 
suspended for being intoxicated while 
on duty and committing other offenses 
necessitating drastic action by the de- 
partment. 

“It is apparent that the present trial 
board fails to realize the necessity of 
imposing severe penalties in order to 
check such abuses of the rules and 
regulations of the department. 


Calls for Dismissals. 


“In my opinion, there can be no 
question but what, in order to correct 
the situation, some of the violators 
should be dismissed. Drinking of in- 
toxicants by police officers at any time 
is a source of grave criticism, but there 
can be no excuse for an officer drinke- 
ing while on duty and when it can be’ 
shown by competent witnesses that 
they have been so doing dismissal 
should be the penalty and were this 
the case I think we should have fewer 
offenses. 

“There are several cases now pend- 
ing in which the maximum penalty 
should be imposed in order to have a 
wholesome effect in so far as maintain- 
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ing discipline in the department is 
concerned. 

“While under the rules and regula- 
tions the major and superintendent is 
charged with the maintenance of dis- 
cipline in the department, yet it is be- 
‘hg found difficult to do so under the 
present manner in which the trial 
board is functioning.” 


Griffin Case Made Issue. 
The Griffin case was cited by Maj. 
Hesse, as, although perhaps an extreme 
case, illustrating what he meant by 


accusing the trial board of undue lieni- 
ency. 

Griffin is in the seventh year ot his 
service as a policeman. He was ap- 
pointed to the force January 15, 192). 
June 18 of that year he was suspended 
for intoxication and conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer. He was tried by the trial 
board and found not guilty. 

January 2, 1922, he was again sus- 
pended for the same offense, and Feb- 
ruary 4 was found guilty and fined $25. 
December 16, 1922, he was found not 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an offi- 
cer. August 17, 1926, he was suspend- 
ed for intoxication but acquitted. Sep- 
tember 24, 1925, he was tried for wil- 
fully making an untruthful statement 
to & superior officer, but was found not 
guilty. 

April 14, 1927, he was 
again for intoxication, and nine days 
later was fined $50. August 18, the 
same year, he was suspended for drunk- 
enness and a week later suffered a third 
conviction and was fined $100. 

In the meantime he had been in- 
jJured on a motorcycle, and upon his 
recovery was assigned to drive the au- 
tomobile patrol wagon of the Third 
precinct. August 17 he was suspended 
for béing drunk when he reported for 
Guty to drive the auto patrol. Last 
Friday he was found guilty of a tourth 
Offense, but was merely fined $100 and 
restored to duty.

Nine other na- 
tions have unofficially signified their 
intentions to adhere. With the 15 
original signatories 49 nations now 
have committed themselves in favor of 
the pact.

Negotiations with Luxemburg for 
arbitration and conciliation treaties 
similar to those recently concluded with 
other countries are shortly to be en- 
tered into by the United States Govern- 
ment, according to an announcement 
yesterday by the State Department.

Air Pulse Made Sound. 


Every now and then a faint whistling 
sound seemed to be connected with the 
louder sounds.

937 miles in length, consisting of 173 
miles of main sewers, 724 miles of pine 
sewers and 40 miles of sewage disposal 
system. The total cost of the system to 
that date was $26,654,245. 


Extra Work Hain Caused. 

Of interest in view of recent trouble 
with man holes filling up during and

SHIP TO SHORE FLIGHTS. 

Long before the French Line steamer Ile de 
France arrived in New York, mail that it 
carried from France had been distributed 
throughout New England and New York State. 
At 5:45 -o’clock Monday morning a plane was 
catapulted from the deck of the steamer while 
it was 300 miles off the coast of Halifax and 
900 miles from New York. Swiftly the plane 
winged its way to Halifax, where it was re- 
fueled.

THE TOMB OF CYRUS. 


Of the memorials of the mighty which have 
been uncovered from time to time by the new

In old times pillars 
stood around the tomb, upon which was in- 
scribed, both in Persian and Median, “I am 
Cyrus the King.”’ 

Here rested the body of the son of Cambyses, 
the conqueror of Croesus and Belshazzar, the

A new giant, says Dr. Stephen I. Miller, 


executive manager of the National Association 


of Credit Men, bas arisen in American business.

SHIP TO SHORE FLIGHTS. 

Long before the French Line steamer Ile de 
France arrived in New York, mail that it 
carried from France had been distributed 
throughout New England and New York State. 
At 5:45 o’clock Monday morning a plane was 
catapulted from the deck of the steamer while 
it was 300 miles off the coast of Halifax and 
900 miles from New York. Swiftly the plane 
winged its way to Halifax, where it was re- 
fueled. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon it had 
arrived in Boston, where the mail was dsitrib- 
uted and rerouted. At 10 o’clock part of 
the mail was in New York and part was in 
Albany awaiting a Western-bound mail plane. 
It is estimated that at least 24 hours was 
saved in the transportation of mail by this 
flight from ship to shore. 

There no longer can be any doubt that the 
airplane is destined to play an increasingly 
important role in expediting mail to and from

Washington has begun. Last spring there 


was formed an organization committee com- 
posed of about 100 representative citizens, 
which recently mailed to the citizens of Wash- 


ington a statement regarding the functions of 
a community chest. More than 300 repre- 
sentative American cities, including Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland, Detroit, Cincinnati, Buffalo, 
St. Louis and Milwaukee, utilize with great 
success this modern and efficient method of 
raising funds for charity. 

The Washington community chest will be a 
corporation organized of individual members, 
the contributors and institutional members, 
the participating charities and philanthropies., 
Next January it will conduct a joint appeal for 
funds to meet the current expense needs of its 
member institutions as shown by carefully pre- 
pared budgets thoroughly analyzed by a budget 
committee of responsible citizens. It will en- 
gage in the year-round work of collecting and 
distributing funds that have been subscribed.

CROSS-COUNTRY AIR RACES. 


The transcontinental races seem to be 
attracting more attention this year than ever 
before despite the fact that the airplane is 
no longer a curiosity. The explanation may 
lie in the fact that the airplane is a spectacular 
and practical development of the seven league 
boots of the legends, in which dashing figures 
flit nonchalantly across vast spaces. It may 
lie merely in the fact that the average indi- 
vidual likes a race. The 37 planes that took 
off at Roosevelt Field yesterday morning, the 
first of the four groups racing to Mines Field, 
Los Angeles, were sped on their way by an 
enthusiastic crowd. At Hadrrisburg, McKees- 
port and Columbus, the three stops on yester- 
day’s schedule, similar crowds were on hand. 

The planes entered in these races are repre- 
sentative of the best that American manu- 
facturers have designed.

THE TOMB OF CYRUS. 


Of the memorials of the mighty which have 
been uncovered from time to time by the new 
zest of archeologists for revival to knowledge 
of the cities, palaces and tombs of the poten- 
tates of the East, none has eclipsed in intrinsic 
historical value as well as in archeological 
estimation the discovery of the city which was 
built by Cyrus the Great in Persia, and which 
centuries ago dropped out of knowledge. Its 
location and the discovery of the tomb of 
Cyrus are due not a little in the faithfulness of 
the man ‘who was required by Alexander.the 
Great to restore the ravished tomb of his 
great predecessor in world exploits. It was

in 363 B. C. that Aristobulus did this work 
and left a description that has proved an accu- 
rate guide for archeologists. Thus has been 
uncovered from the debris of ages the tomt 
that will hereafter be preserved as one of the 
most remarkable relics of the past. 

The Persian city which has been brought 
to light is Pasargadae, and the credit for its 
discovery belongs to a German scientist, Prof. 
Ernst Herzfeld. The tomb of Cyrus is de- 
scribed as a low quadrangular building of 
marble, surmounting a six-tier terrace, also 
of stone, rising from a base of 40 by 50 feet. 
The interior of the tomb is 10 feet long, 7 
feet wide and 8 feet high. In old times pillars 
stood around the tomb, upon which was in- 
scribed, both in Persian and Median, “I am 
Cyrus the King.” 

Here rested the body of the son of Cambyses, 
the conqueror of Croesus and Belshazzar, the 
liberator of the Jews who had wept by the 
rivers of Babylon.

With NELSON B. BELL 


No doubt many critics of the 
sound-film will think it only natural 
that the dean of all the talking-picture 


directors in Hollywood should be a 
graduate of Tin Pan Alley, the synco- 
pation center of America. 

He is Bryan Foy, whose “Mr. Galla- 
gher and Mr. Sheehan” brought him- 
fame as a popular song writer several 
years ago. Before that he was on the 
stage with his father, the comedian 
Eddie Foy, as one of the “seven little 
Foys.” He still is very young to be 
the dean’ of anything (he will be 32 
in December), but having spent most 
of his life on the stage, or writing 
songs, or making motion pictures, he 
is hardly a newcomer. And with ap- 
proximately 6500 talking~ pictures to 
his credit so far, he is just 500 talk- 
ing movies ahead of most of the di- 
rectors starting talking pictures now. 

At the time he began making talk- 
ing reels, two years ago, Foy was not 
particularly prominent as a_ director. 
He had been & gag man and had dl- 
rected some short comedies, but as 
yet no producer had felt inclined to 
intrust him with the making of a 
feature-length picture.

Subway Turnstiles, Built 
for Nickel, Would Have 
to Be Remodeled for 
Tokens of New Size. 
Why Street Cars Lose. 


By G. D. SEYMOUR. 
EW YORK. (A.P.).—The subway 
N rider thinks of his small change 
in terms of nickels, so that at 
rush hours he need not stand in line 
at the changing booths to get the prop- 
er coin for the turnstile slot. 
Dropping a nickel as he passes 
through the stile becomes almost an 


automatic procedure, and every slot 
picks up a few coins from riders who, 


using the turnstiles as exits, forget that” 


they are emerging and drop their nickel 
from habit. 


Noise: Haste’s Handmaid, 


The banging of the turnstiles is one 
of the noises which identify and char- 
acterize New York. The coin releases 
the stile and a slight push starts it on 
its way, to land with an _ explosive 
sound at the end of its quarter-revolu- 
tion. 

Some sanguine soul, espousing a so- 
ciety for the suppression of unnecessary 
noises, wrote to the editor of his favo- 
rite newspaper to suggest formation of 
@ subway chapter of the society, to be 
called the Guild of Quiet Turnstile 
Turners. The only qualification was to 
be a pledge by each member that .he 
would catch the turnstile with his hand 
and let it finish its quarter-turn softly 
instead of landing with a crash. 

But his proposal brought no diminu- 
tion of the din. A cynical commentator 
pointed out that the hypothetical so- 
ciety was foredoomed to failure be- 
cause most New Yorkers associate noise 
in some vague way with pleasure, and 
would become distrated in a city which 
went its way in perfect quiet or any 
semblance of it. 

It is not so many years since the 
turnstile succeeded the ticket choppers. 
Now, if the subway companies win pleas 
for a 7-cent fare, all the stiles must be 
remodeled to respond to a token of a 
new size. ‘“t is estimated that the 
change will cost hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, but it seems certain that the 
turnstiles will not be replaced by the 
humans they supplanted. 


And Still They Came. 


The subways may be nolsy and often 
jammed and uncomfortable, but they 
have no serious rival in the task of tak- 
ing New Yo.« to work and home again. 
Not only do they carry more passen- 
gers each year; they carry a growing 
proportion of al. the millions who ride 
to work. 

One of the city’s street car companies 
reckons that it is carrying but 19 pas- 
sengers this yea" for every 20 it carried 
in 1927. The principal bus company re- 
ports .to the city transit ommission 
that it transportec 432,000 fewer per- 
sons in the first three months of this 
year than in ihe corresponding period 
of twelve-month before. The elevated 
lines lose business steadily. 

Speed is the factor. Bus and trolley 
lines blame lose of patronage to the 
growing street congestion which slows 
them up. Their pace is measured by 
that of street traffic, and on many ave- 
nues they must go as slowly as the 
slowest of the vehicles with which they 
share the thoroughfare. 

Suburban population gains, and com- 
mutation trains find business growing 
in proportion. But most of the mil- 
lions ride to work om the subway and 
depend upon it to get them back to 
Brooklyn or Washington Heights or the 
Bronx when day is done.

(To serve with hot or cold meats.) 

‘4 peck peeled peaches. 

7 cups dark brown sugar. 

5 cups vinegar. 

14 cup whole cloves. 

1, cup bark cinnamon, broken into 
small pieces. 

Boil the sugar and vinegar for five 
minutes. Add the spices, which have 
been loosely tied in a white muslin bag, 
and boil for five minutes longer. Add 
a few peaches at a time and boil gently 
until well glazed and very tender. Re- 
move and place in sterilized jars. When 
all the peaches have been cooked, pour 
the boiling syrup over the peaches 
packed in the jars. Fill “to overflow- 
ing’ and seal. Store in a cool, dark, 
dry place. 

Select firm, large peaches and cover 
with boiling water long enough to 
loosen the skins sq that they may be 
easily slipped off. The peaches are 
then ready for the pickling process.

I am very happy to do 
that and will tell you something about 
Volendam. There are about 4,000 peo- 
ple in the city. Most of them are 
Catholics. There are only 200 Protes- 
tants. 


“Most of the Catholic people live 
from fishing. My father is a carpenter, 
and I would like to follow the same 
trade later. 


“Many people from other countries 
come to Volendam. They speak every 
language, and want\to see the national 
costumes which are very different from 
other places in Europe.

REGULATION OF TEETH. 


RS. H. F. AND A. A. LIBBY have 
a method of preventing irregu- 
larities of the teeth and curing 
such irregularities, within limits, which 
they have tried out for about 40 years. 
Until the child is 12 years of age they 
do not make any great effort to regu- 
late the teeth. At that date they ex- 
amine the jaws with X-rays to de- 
termine how the wisdom teeth are com- 
ing along. If these teeth are forming 
properly, and the jaws show evidence 
of being overcrowded, they pull the 
six-year molars, all four of them, re- 
gardless of what condition they are in. 
If the teeth are not much crowded, nor 
becoming very irregular, they do noth- 
ing else. If there is considerable ir- 
regularity, they put on bands and be- 
gin pulling the teeth into line, 


The theory upon which this plan ts 
based is that the human ‘Jaws, as a rule, 
are not large enough to hold 32 teeth. 
The wisdom teeth will be the best of 
the molars, if th-y are given plenty of 
room to develop in. As matters now 
are, they have poor roots and they de- 
c’* early because they are Crowded and 
under pressure. Since they are cut 
about fourteen years later than the six- 
year molars. they should outlast them. 
Tirey are located right at the angle of 
the jaw and therefore in the finest 
position for any work of the teeth 
which requires force. 

Prior to 12 years of age the jaws 
are changing in size and shape at a 
fairly rapid rate. No one can form 
much of an opinion as to how far these 
changes will go. Nor is the wisdom 
tooth sufficiently far enough advanced 
i) its development below the gums for 
any one to depend on it. 


Therefore, prior to age 12, the teeth 
should be kept clean, but not much 
should be done beside. The six-year 
molars should be watched closely. If 
cavities develop they should be filled. 
Every effort should be made to carry 
this tooth to age 12 {n as good condl- 
tion as possible. If the wisdom teeth, 
as shown by the X-ray. are poor at age 
12, they should be given two more 
years for development.

He may have cry-babied when he 
stumbled or have thrown a stone when 
he was angry. He may have said “I 
won't, 1 won't, 1 won't,” thrown things 
right and left on least provocation and 
“lied” most outrageously. 

Now he is one of 40. The “playthings” 
are equally distributed. No child has 
special privileges. There is no mamma, 
mamma, Mamma business. The street 
is now the schoolroom. The home yard 
is now a seat. Gave-in-to-keep-the- 
peace mother is now supplanted by a 
serene teacher on whose shoulders 
troubles roll off like water. What a 
change! 

And this change, mother, will help 
your young child. He needs the sort of 
discipline and training which you can 
not give because the situations and 
exigencies at school are necessarily dif- 
ferent than at home. You must now 
be a new kind of: philosopher. The 
youngster will have his troubles; some- 
body will hit him, some one will grab 
the peach you so carefully put into his 
lunch box, he will come home repeating 
a foul word or minus a hat or‘with a 
blackened eye. God intended mothers 
to be philosophers or else he'd never 
have provided neighbor’s children. 

One of the best ways to know what Is 
doing and why is to belong to the 
parent-teachers’ association, attend its 
meetings, meet the teachers, hear the 
principal or superintendent .tell what 
the school is doing and why it is doing 
it. Listen to other mothers tell of their 
troubles and perhaps yours will shrink 
or melt by comparison. 

In these days there are lots of new 
things in schools. “I did not have 
them,” I hear you say, “When I was a 
girl.” Very true. And we didn’t have 
radio, airplanes, televisions, automobiles

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or installment plans. Times have 
clranged and so have the schools. They 
teach more things and differently than 
in your day. They use the language of 
tests, intelligence, quotients, correla- 
tions, functioning, reactions, upper 
tenth which confuses you. They tell 
your child what he should eat, and 
wear, when he should bathe and how he 
should sleep. They teach him to read. 
to figure, to write, to sing and to re- 


all very confusing. 


Find out why this is thusly by at- 
tending meetings of the P.-T. A., by 
keeping abreast of the times and visit- 
ing the school. The local newspaper is 
forever featuring news concerning the 
schools. School departments in many 
cities issue most timely. bulletins for 
teachers and citizens, describing in- 
novations as well as current classroom 
practice. 

Some day you will get this note from 
teacher: “I am sorry to say that Albert 
is not doing satisfactory work—I regret 
—pays no attention—seems to lack 
ability to take hold. Unless there is an 
improvement he will not be promoted 
into the next grade.” 

And then you'll be upset. Oh, dear, 
what will you do and say? Albert may 
be spanked, teacher damned, father 
blamed for having fool children, neigh- 
bors told and complaining letters writ- 
ten to the school board. Hold your 
horses, mother. In most cases it is a 
very simple matter to understand and 
not always a difficult. thing to mend. 
Usually the child has not adjusted him- 
self to the school. In his home yard he 
had no one reciting where he had to 
listen; in his home he was not required 
to perform any mental tasks, he was 
perhaps not corrected for grabbing, 
speaking out when told to be quiet or 
for petty deceits. At least no matter 
how well brought up your child has 
been the school environment differs 
from that of the home and the routine 
of school is perhaps burdensome to the 
lively individual child with a high de- 
gree of intelligence no less than to the 
child of rather inferior mentality. 


I have a lot more to say, mothers, 
about this matter, but I must stop and 
refer you to my timely helplet, “Small 
Child Who Will Not Study.”

If annoying perspira- 
tion is due to steady nerve strain. a 
constantly kKeyed-up condition of the 
whole body, then the treatment is 
purely psychological The thing to do 
is to “key down.” It is not always 
easy Habits of living and thinking 
are to be altered. Hours of complete 
rest and refreshing sieep, no matter 
what the temptation for entertainment 
and excitement, fresh air and sunshine, 
regular exercise cf a mild sort and a 
diet of simple nourishing food—these 
things, 1f adhered to, will gradually 
give tone to muscle, tissue and nerves 
and will help immeasurably in the 
effort to develop a more placid dis- 
position. 

It is desirable, of course, to check 
perspiration artificially over a small 
area of the body, such as the undere- 
arm. There are good preparations pro- 
curable for this special purpose which 
act, also, as deodorants.

MARKET IN TUMULT 
AD LIST RISES ANEW 


Bulls Win Feverish Struggle; 
Price Averages Break 
Records. 


CARRIERS ARE BACKWARD 


Special to The Washington Post. 
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New York, Sept. 5.—Bulls and bears 
indulged in a finish fight on the New 
York Stock Exchange today in a tur- 
moil of trading with which the ticker 
service was unable to cope, at times 
running more than half an hour be- 
hind anc in which the day’s turnover 
exceeded 4,500,000 shares. The deci- 
sion went to the bulls by a large 
margin. By any system the market 
closed at a new high for all time. 

Irregularity ruled during ‘the first 
two hours or more, as the opposing 
forces battled for supremacy, the 
struggle centering around General 
Motors, Chrysler, Radio, International 
Nickel, National "ower and Light, Fox 
Film A, American Power and Light and 
the Warner Pic‘ture stocks. But the 
greater power was with the bull side 
and around midday a rising definitely 
set in and held to the finish, net 
gains outnumbering losses by a large 
majority. 

Advances of 2 to 9 points were 
spread thickly through the list. More 
than 40 stocks touched new peaks 
during the session. Radio opened at 
215, advanced to a record high for all 
time at 226%, fluctuated wildly and 
closed at 224 for a net gein of 9 
points in a turnover of 85,500 shares. 

General Motors opened at 202'4, 
rushed up to 207, swung back to 200% 
and finally finished strong at 206'4, 
up 314 points net. The turnover here 
totaled 261,100 shares. 

Chrysler was pushed into new high 
price territory at 104'4, after opening 
at 100%; then receded to 100%, closing 
at 103%, up 2% net, in transactions 
totaling 161,500 shares. 

After fluctuating over a wide range 
and touching new top prices for all 
time, the Warner Picture shares gave 
ground rapidly under profit taking, the 
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common closing at 118, 344 points un- 
der the best, for a net gain of 6% 
points, and the A stock dropping from 
127 to close at 11714, showing a frac- 
tional loss on the day. 

Fox Film A opened at 99',, Was 
twirled up to 106, a new high, fluctuat- 
ed broadly, and closed at 10134, for a 
net gain of 17%. 

American and Foreign Power at- 
tained a new high price level for the 
year at 49 and closed at 48, up 45% 
points net. National Power and Light, 
in a turnover of 108,200 shares, touched 
a new top at 38 and closed just under 
that, up 1% net. Loew, Inc., were car- 
ried up for substantial gains with the 
other exhibition stocks. 
qrhe rails, with the exception of Kan- 
sas City Southern, which attained a 
new high, did not participate to any 
great extent in the day’s activities and, 
as a rule, where there was any con- 
siderable amount of trading in them 
they lost ground. 

Barnsdall A, Atlantic Refining, Hous- 
ton, Sun Oil, Tidewater, at a new high, 
several of the Standards and others of 
the oil group were in the thick of the 
battle at times and practically all of 
them gained ground substantially on 
the day. 

The merchandising shares did not do 
much, the strongest among them be- 
ing Sears, Roebuck. Calumet & Hecla 
was about the only high spot among 
the coppers, scoring a new top at 32% 
and finishing up 1% net. Most of the 
others in the group closed in the 
minus line. 

Taken by and large, 
one of the wildest of any witnessed 
this year, with price movements er- 
ratic in the extreme, especially during 
the morning, but with forces for the 
rise demonstrating their unyielding 
hold on the situation.

Grant, director of the Of- 
fice of Public Buildings and Public 
Parks shows an increase ONE suly of 
one arrest for a criminal 
which might fall within the petting 
category, and which, according to the 
official warning, petting may lead to, 
nevertheless, petting proper has disap- 
peared since the campaign of the park 
police started.
